The renovation will will also support an onsite NAPA store dedicated to City use and 

administravie offices for the CAO's Operations staff and EMD administrative staff. 

A staff augmentation task order providing Project Manager support services will complete the scope, schematics, design details, construction 

specifications and drawings to bid the project in 2023, so the renovation of EMD's heavy-duty complex can begin and complete in 2024.
